The (piality of the i)apei', the i)rintin}>‘, the binding', and (vs- 
])ecially the illustrations are well above that of the volumes 
of the Floi'a USSR, and comi)ai’es ve»\v favoi-ably with that 
of most model'll floras. 

The iiimKM'ous instances of typilication of boreal jilants 
falling' within its tcM'i'itory, and its abundance of disti'iliu- 
tional details should render this flora a necessitv wherever 
plant systematics and plant geog'i'ajihy ai'e seriously studied. 
Of considerable contemporary interest should be the fact 
that much is being undertaken and achieved in Siberian 
science, as is well documented by the material pouring into 


the Library of Congress.

Three (Rjasses Apparently New to Massac'husetts. 


In Rhodora .‘ba: 2(il,2()2 (11)22), 1 rejiorted finding a number 
of int(M'esting adventive plants on the beds of Cray & Cole’s 
Nur.sery in Ward Hill, Haverhill, Essex County, Massachu¬ 
setts. In June 1955, 1 revisited the nur.sei'V and found Poa 
<’h(ipnidiii((nn Scribn., Holoxtcnni nnilxllntinn L. and DrnJia 
rcrna L. var. hocrhaarii Van Hall still iiersisting after over 
twenty years. While there, I collected a specimen of what 
appeared to be Alopicnrns (p nirnlafns L. but closer exam¬ 
ination made me suspect that it might be A. carol in kvnn.s 
W'alt. Since Hitchcock’s IManual of the Grasses did not I'e- 
port the species noi'th of N('W Jersey, 1 put the specimen 
aside foi- further study. In May 1959 while collecting Draha. 
rcrna. in a flower-bed beside a house in Old Deerfield, Frank¬ 
lin County, Mass., I again found the same gi*ass. During a 
j'ecent ti'ip to Washington I showed the specimens to Dr. J. 
R. Swallen and he confii'ined my identification of A. caro- 
linianns. The New Britton and Brown Illustrated Flora lists 
the species as being found north to Massachusetts but Hitch¬ 
cock and the Stli edition of (o'av’s Manual give New Jersev 
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as the northern limit. The species is not represented in the 
herbarium of the New England Botanical Club and the most 
northern collections in the Gray Herbarium are from the 
vicinity of Philadelphia. 

In 1953 and 1954, I collected a number of cui-ious adven- 
tive plants including Scandix pecten-vcneris L., Ana gall is 
arrensis L. forma caeruica (Schreb.) Baumb. and Shcrardia 
ar sens is L. gi'owing under bird-feeders in Essex County, 
Massachusetts. (See Harris, S. K. Bird Feeders, a Source 
of Adventive Weeds. Bull. Mass. Audubon Soc. 42: 248-250 
(1958)). These plants were restricted to the ground under 
feeders suiiplied with a seed mixtui'e sold by the Massachu¬ 
setts Audubon Society. Soon after the Audubon Society 
changed their source of supply although the mixture was 
kept the same and since that time no more adventives have 
appeared. Di-. Swallen identified two small species of Phleinn 
found under feeders as P. ar(’nannni L. and P. snhnlafnm 
(Savi) Aschers. & Graebn. The former was collected on 
ballast in New York Citv liy Addison Brown in 1880 and
